Army  Order  (7)  of  Ist  January,  1899,  is  published 
for  general  information. 

"  Canada  General  Service  Midal. — 1.  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  approve  of  a 
medal  being  granted  to  all  officers,  non-commissioned 
officers,  and  men  of  the  Regular  and  Colonial  Forces 
who  were  employed  in  repelling  the  Fenian  raids  on 
the  Canadian  frontier  in  lb66  and  1870,  or  who  were 
engaged  in  the  Red  River  Expedition  in  1870. 

2.  The  medal  will  be  issued  to  all  survivors  who, 
during  the  operations  specified  in  paragraph  1,  per- 
formed under  orders  from  competent  authority, — 

(i.)  Active  service  in  the  field  :  or 

(ii. )  Served  as  guards  at  any  point  where  an  attach 

from  the  enemy  was  expected  ;  or 
(iii.)  Who  were  detailed  for  some  specific  or  special 

service  or  duty. 

3.  Clasps  inscribed  "  Fenian  Raid  1866,"  "  Fenian 
Raid  1870,"  and  "  Red  River  1870,"  respectively,  will 
also  be  issued  to  those  who  are  entitled  to  the  medal 
under  paragraphs  I  and  2. 

4.  Applications  for  the  medal  ami  clasps  should  be 
made  on  the  prescribed  form  {see  Appendix  to  the 
Order,  page  17^,  copies  of  which  may  be  obtained, 
upon  written  application,  from  the  War  Office.  When 
completed,  the  form  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Under 
Secretary  of  State,  War  Office,  London,  S.W.,  for 
transmission  to  the  Canadian  Government."
